Sergeant George Shepard and 
Patrolmen Thomas Brennan and 
James Palmer went without sleep 
until the arrests had been made 
which, according to Chiefof Police 
Paul Lynch, solve the case of the 
5 am robbery, last Friday, of Jack 
Blaisell of 1 Lowell Street, 

Ronald W Blaisdell, 21, of 400 
Park Avenue, Revere, son of the 
victim pleaded innocent toa charge 
of being an accessory before the 
fact, on armed assault ina dwelling 
before Justice Alfred Sartorelli, 
in Woburn Court, Monday, He was 
held in $10,000 double surety. 

Pleading innocent to charges of 
armed assault in a dwelling were 
Ronald G Surette, 25, of Chelsea 
and William R Shulman, 35, of 
Dorchester. Surette was. held in 
$10,000 double surety, and Shulman 
in $20,000 double surety. 

The cases of all three menwere 
continued until January 10th and all 
were taken to East Cambridge jail 
in lieu of bai. 

Jack Blaisdell, owner ofthe well 
known Wilmington firm of Blaisdell 
Oil and. Motor Transportation Co. 
was awakened, in his bed, Friday 
morning, when one of two bandits 
flashed a light into his face. 

Mrs Sarah Blaisdell, Jack’s mo- 
ther, came into his bedroom while 
Blaisdell was talking with the gun- 
man, and attempted to wrestle the 
gun away. 

She was stopped by her son, who 
feared theere would be a tragedy.

SERIES ON THE ECUMENICAL MOVEMENT 


in 1948, 

The January sermon series will 
deal only with the ‘inner’ dimen- 
sions of ecumenicity in relation to 
world cultures and other living 
religions. The January series, 
dealing only with the former, will 
touch upon the Biblical foundations 
of Christian unity, the history of 
the modern phase of ecumenical 
development from 1910 through the 
last meeting of the World Council 
of Churches in New Delhi in 1962 
and of the Il Vatican Council in 
Rome in 1963, and its meaning 
for the local church and the in- 
dividual Christian, 

Mr Sanders has said before that 
the biggest obstacle to anaccurate 
assessment of the movement to- 
ward unity is the lack of a factual 
understanding of the many ecumen- 
ical events taking place, 

They do not mean that the res- 
pective Christian traditions and 
churches are about to reroing, or 
enter, one hierarchial chureh or- 
der or government! The form a 
united Christendom may take in 
an unpredictable future is entirely 
in God’s hands, and all sincere 
and informed ecumenists under- 
stand and accvpi this fact. They do 
mean, however, that the unity of 
Christendom already exists as the 
one Body of the one indivisible 
Lord, Jesus Christ, And the pre- 
sent divisions within that Body 
are wounds in the side of Christ, 
still bleeding, 

So the Churches, and the Christ- 
jans in them, stand in the midst of 
a tension of judgement and grace 
with presses upon them as an im- 
Perative to mutual understanding 
and mutual love, We move, by the 
leading of the Holy Spirit, not 
toward uniformity, but toward full 
union in some form.,

PHOTON IN 1963 


Photon, one of the newer con- 
cerns in Wilmington, received in 
December its largest order in its 
history. 

The manufacturer of the Photon 
photographic typesetting machine 
has announced that it has received 
an $800,000 order from Perry 
Publications Inc and a $1,250,000 
contract with the § I Newhouse 
Press Supply Company. 

The two contracts total 37 new 
Photons, and this constitutes, with 
out any doubt, the largest order 
ever given for electronic type 
setting equipment, according to 
Photon, 

The machines that go to Perry 
will fill the last gap~in the com- 
puterized typesetting system which 
was started early this year by the 
West Palm Beach (Florida) com- 
pany, which, among other things 
publishes the West Palm Beach 
Post-Times. 

The 20 Photons for the Newhouse 
Supply Company are to be used 
by the Newhouse chain of news- 
papers, a nation-wide chain. 

Two Newhouse newspapers, the 
Newark Star-Ledger and the Port- 
land Oregonian, have been opera- 
ting Photon machines for a number 
of years, according to Kurtz M 
Hanson, Photon president. 

The delivery of these Photons 
in 1964 will mean that the Wil- 
mington company wi.l be putting 
as many machines into service in 
one year as it has in the previous 
decade, and constitutes a definite 
up- swing in its production, 

The Photon type-setting ma- 
chine, which retails for about $60, 
000 produces {ts type'on a photo- 
graphic film. 

The key to the machine is adisc 
on which each of the characters 
are imaged. The disk spins between 
a flashing light and a sheet of film 
When a particular letter is called 
for, the lifht flashes just when the 
desired letter is lined up with the 
film, and at the same time one of 
12 lenses has been!ined up between

the disk and the-film, to produce

After development the film is 
used to prepare offset masters, for 
the printing job, or else to make 
negatives for engraving. 

The Photon machine automati- 
cally sets and justifies type, ina 
matter of moments, which, if it 
were produced by conventional me- 
thods, would take much longer. 

Photon is also producing a new 
automatic type setter, announced 
last summer, called the ZIP, which 
will set 500 characters per second. 
The first ZIP is to be delivered 
next “summer to the National Li- 
brary of Medicine, which is a part

The ZIP will cost about $200, 
000. It will produce, in 47 seconds 
ali the type needed for a page 
needed in a full 8 1/2 by 11 inch 
page. 

A second ZIP machine has been 
scheduled to go to the Western 
Electric Company next summer, 
for the preparation of the New 
York City telephone books, 

Western Electric’s parent com- 
pany, the American Telephone and 
Telegraph, has signed an option 
to purchase 19 more ZIP ma-
